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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues the combined references do not 
render the claimed invention obvious since "the mere fact that references can be combined or modified does not render the resultant 
combination obvious unless **>the results would have been predictable to one of ordinary skill in the art. KSR International Co. v. Teleflex 

Inc., 550 U.S 82USPQ2d 1385, 1396 (2007) (see MPEP 2143.01). " The cited case law also states it would be "obvious to try" choosing 

from a finite number of identified, predictable solutions, with a reasonable expectation of success. In the instant case, one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of the invention knowing structurally equivalent and suitable mounting means would find it obvious to try one of these 
known solutions such as spirally wound spring to alternatively secure a closure to a bottleneck. Moreover, it is again pointed out that the 
claims are drawn only to a straw holder and not a combination of a straw holder and a bottle. The teaching of Marshall would indeed be 
applicable for the straw holder when used with a bottle having a small outside diameter. Similarly, the teaching of Klundt disclosing a holder 
(18) securable to a support (20) via a spring is also applicable as set forth previously. 
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
